THIS  LEASE  AGREEMENT  is  made  this .  and  between  Robert  Sherrill  and  wife.  Crlstal  Sherrill  whose  address  is  2789 

Texas  76063.  as  Lessor,  and  HARBlNG  ENERGY  PARTNERS,  LLC,  a  Texas  limited  liability  company,  13465  Midway  Road,  Suite  400, 
Dallas,  Texas  75244,  as  Lessee.  All  printed  portions  of  this  lease  were  prepared  by  the  party  hereinabove  named  as  Lessee,  but  all  other  provisions  (including  the 
completionofblankspaces>werepreparedjointlybyLessorandLessee. 

1 .  In  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  in  hand  paid  and  the  covenants  herein  contained,  Lessor  hereby  grants,  leases  and  lets  exclusively  to  Lessee  the  following  described 
land,  hereinafter  called  leased  premises:

16.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  to  the  contrary  in  this  lease,  Lessee  shall  not  have  any  rights  to  use  the  surface  of  the  leased  premises  for  drilling  or  other 
operations. 

17.  This  lease  may  be  executed  in  counterparts,  each  of  which  is  deemed  an  original  and  all  of  which  only  constitute  one  original.
